Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1950  there  are  one  or  two  points 
to  which  I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention.  Firstly  the  issue  of  building 
repair  licences  has  been  made  through  this  department.  The  limit  of  repairs 
which  may  be  undertaken  without  licence  has  remained  throughout  the  year  at 
£100  and  the  number  of  applications  for  licences  has  been  very  large.  The 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  entail  the 
supervision  of  the  condition  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district  and  there¬ 
fore  the  repair  licences  are  most  conveniently  issued  through  this  department, 
saving  a  great  deal  of  duplication  of  work,  and  enabling  the  closest  watch  to 
be  kept  of  the  standards  of  housing  accommodation.  This  has  been  undertaken 
without  an  increase  in  either  clerical  or  professional  staff  and  I  must  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  hard  work  of  those  who  have  made  this 
possible  without  an  increase  in  establishment. 

I  have  reported  in  some  detail  on  the  various  epidemiological  events 
in  the  district  because  it  is  important  for  us  all  to  realize  that  infectious 
diseases  undergo  change  in  their  character  and  their  behaviour  with  the  passage 
of  time,  and  that  the  control  measures  must  be  appropriate  to  any  given  circum¬ 
stances  and  not  necessarily  those  appropriate  to  other  circumstances  and  other 
times.  The  fact  that  disease  processes  undergo  evolution  means  that  wo  have 
all  the  time  to  be  learning  afresh,  and  acting  upon  what  wc  have  learned. 

Finally  I  should  like  to  comment  on  the  happy  spirit  of  co-operation 
in  this  department.

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The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  42.3  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  is  very 
much  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  are  so  nary 
variable  factors  present  in  the  events  that  conpound  to  nake  this  figure  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  show  what  effect  the  factor  of  chance  selection  nay 
have  had  -  lout  it  is  probably  of  a  fairly  high  order. 

These  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one,  of  these  - 

2  died  because  of  congenital  malformation  inconpatible 
with  life . 

9  died  because  of  their  weakly  condition  at  birth  and/or 
prematurity . 

3  died  of  conditions  not  concerned  with  the  events  of 
conception  or  birth. 

These  in  the  first  category  would  have  died  in  spite  of  any  foreseeable  advance 
either  in  Medicine  or  Social  Service j  those  in  the  second  category  represent 
a  nixed  group,  in  which  some  are  afflicted  by  unpreventablc  inherent  illness 
or  defect,  and  others  are  afflicted  by  conditions  which  night  be  preventable  in 
the  future.  The  immediate  goal  to  which  the  Medical  Services  aspire  is  thus, 
to  reduce  these  eleven  deaths  to  approximately  six.  Better  methods  of 
anticipating  the  arrival  of  a  weakly  infant  and  improved  facilities  including 
a  specially  trained  nursing  and  nodical  staff  for  the  treatment  of  the  infant 
at  birth  night  well  attain  this  goal  within  a  few  years. 


SANITARY  C IRC II.  {STANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  Malvern  water.  First  a  deep  borehole  at 
Bronsberrow  which  has  been  sunk  into  new  red  sandstone.  It  provides  an 
abundant  and  good  water  supply  showing  an  average  total  hardness  of  17.  It  is 
not  contaminated  in  any  way.  The  second  is  water  collected  from  the  hills 
around  the  British  Camp,  the  reservoir  lying  in  a  hollow  in  these  hills.  This 
supply  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  standby  than  a  main  supply  and  the  analysis  is 
typical  of  hill  water,  that  is,  containing  few  "solids  in  solution"  and  having 
a  low  total  hardness.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  possible  to  pump  Bronsberrox^ 
water  into  the  reservoir.  The  mixture  of  these  two  waters  in  am  open  reservoir 
invariably  leads  to  a  heavy  growth  of  algae.  Thus  those  two  supplies  1  ,.ve  to 

be  used  more  or  less  independently  of  one  another,  although  mixture  is  perr.iissa.ble 
in  the  pipes. 

Regular  monthly  samples  have  been  taken  by  y  ur  Surveyor  and  the  reports 
have  been  uniformly  satisfactory.  An  average  report  is  appended.

The  control  of  infectious  disease  is  threefold,  first  by  the  general  measures 
taken  to  improve  our  surroundings  hygiene  and  sanitation  the  supervision  of  food¬ 
stuffs  and  the  control  of  rodent  and  insect  pests  et  cetera;  secondly  by  clinical 
a.pplication  in  observation  of  the  infectious  diseases,  and  thirdly  by  immunisation 
aga.inst  specific  diseases  -  in  this  country  diphtheria,  and  smallpox. 

The  rest  of  this  report  is  concerned  with  general  measures  whereby  we  try 
to  improve  our  surroundings.  Clinical  aspects  of  control  are  considered  horc:- 

Scarlet  Fever 


It  is  now  recognised  that  this  is  not  a  specific  disease,  but  merely  a  rash 
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occurring  in  the  course  of  streptococcal  infection.  There  are  many  different 
strains  of  streptococci ,  and  so  the  cases  of  streptococcal  infections  may 
appear  in  different  guises  at  different  tines,  and  demand  different  d.egrees  of 
isolation,  follow  up  and  treatment.  Separating  the  various  strains  of 
hoamolytic  streptococci  is  a  difficult  and  tedious  task,  and  has  not  proved 
practicable  in  this  area.  I  have  therefore  had  to  rely  upon  direct  observation 
backed  by  the  more  straightforward  laboratory  procedure.  Notification  of 
scarlet  fever  is  therefore  a  useful  guide  to  the  activity  of  streptococci  within 
the  community  and  does  also  enable  control  measures  to  be  instituted. 

The  cases  occurred  mainly  in  the  "Link  Area."  in  children  attending  the 
Council  School.  Investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  carrier  there,  nor  was  any 
particular  milk  supply  involved.  There  was  no  peak  incidence,  but  sporadic 
cases  continued  to  occur  throughout  the  year.  There  was  little  or  no  spread 
within  families,  nor  any  common  factor  present  at  school.  Most  cases  were 
extremely  mild,  but  at  least  three  are  known  to  have  suffered  a  nephritis,  and 
two  others  suffered  damage  to  the  heart.  The  whole  behaviour  of  the  disease 
suggested  a  ’type  2’  infection  such  as  was  seen  in  Herefordshire  in  1946. 

Fourteen  "streptococcal  throats”  occurred  within  a  few  days  at  a  private 
boarding  school.  Examination  of  the  whole  school  (boys)  suggested  an  explosive 
and  severe  outbreak.  The  whole  school  and  the  staff  were  given  suppressive 
doses  of  a  ’sulpha’  drug  and  those  with  pathological  lesions  of  the  throat 
isolated  either  in  sick  bay  or  hospital.  The  epidemic  was  brought  to  am  abrupt 
close . 


Polio;  aye  litis 

A  music  festival  was  held  at  Leamington  Spa,  in  June,  and  was  attended  by 
choirs  from  schools  in  Malvern.  On  the  5th  July  a.  girl  who  had  been  in  the 
audience  developed  poliomyelitis  (a  mild  paralytic  ca.se) . 

In  August  one  paralytic  and  two  non  paralytic  ca.se s  developed.  .  The 
disease  was  suspected  but  not  confirmed  in  four  or  five  other  cases.  No  direct 
or  indirect  contact  was  established  between  these  cases. 

A  case  occurred  in  September  in  a.  girl  who  had  just  returned  from  Weston- 
super-Mare  where  she  had  just  spent  a.  holiday  and  where  she  was  probably  infected. 

The  last  case  occurring  in  December  was  the  most  severe  paralytic  form  that 
I  have  seen. 


Diphtheria 


The  one  case  was  in  a.  girl  at  a  home.  She  had  only  recently  been  admitted 
to  the  home,  and  was  only  slightly  ill.  She  had  not  been  immunised.  Full 
scale  swabbing  and  immunisation  was  carried  out. 


Typhoid 


The  one  case  was  taken  ill  in  a  plane  on  her  way  from  India.  Diagnosis 
and  isolation  were  prompt  and  no  further  cases  occurred.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  approximately  half  of  the  children  under 
the  age  of  five  have  been  .immunised  against  diphtheria.  This  figure,  although  it 
is  better  than  some  areas,  Is  low  enough  to  cause  some  misgiving.  The  very 
rarity  of  cases  of  diphtheria  tends  to  breed  a  certain  complacence  in  parents 
which  if  not  checked  will  ultimately  result  in  the  return  of  a  virulent  form  of 
diphtheria  to  the  country. 

The  present  policy  of  personal  approach  and  judiciously  spaced  publicity 
compaigns  will  bo  maintained  and  intensified.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which 
it  has  been  possible  to  show  the  true  state  of  diphtheria  immunisation,  previous 
figures  having  been  seriously  affected  by  wartime  evacuation  experience. 

Smallpox  V ac c i nat ion 

177  children  under  the  age  of  one  were  vaccinated  this  year  being  53/°  of 
the  number  of  children  born  during  the  year.  In  the  report  for  1951  it  is 
hoped  to  give  the  number  of  vaccinations  performed  against  the  actual  child 
population  in  the  various  age  groups.

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REQUISITIONED  HOUSES 

The  responsibility  for  the  conversion,  adaptation  and  maintenance  of 
houses  requisitioned  has  continued  to  be  a  duty  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  27  houses  were  under  requisition,  providing 
accomodation  for  42  families.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  24  houses  remained 
under  requisition,  providing  accomodation  for  39  families. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  these  properties  and  necessary 
repairs  carried  out  from  tine  to  tine. 


"SQUATTERS”  CAMPS 

The  Council’s  policy  of  rehousing  the  occupants  of  the  camps  at  the  ratio 
of  one  house  in  every  ten  allocated  by  the  Housing  Allocation  Committee  has 
enabled  us  to  clear  Camp  ”A”  and  dispose  of  the  hutments  through  the  office  of 
the  Mini stry  of  Supply  Disposal  Officer.  This  land  is  now  under  development 
as  a  new  housing  site.  The  hutments  on  Camp  r'bfl  still  provide  housing  accomm¬ 
odation  for  10  families. 

Frequent  inspections  wore  made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year 
with  the  object  of  supervision  and  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  licence  individual  caravans  whore  it  can 
be  proved  there  is  a  genuine  need  for  housing  accomodation  as  opposed  to 
licensing  a  site  whore  a  number  of  caravans  might  be  stationed  without  due 
regard  to  housing  need.  16  caravans  were  licenced  during  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  /AID  SANITATION 

During  the  year  29  houses  were  entirely  re-drained  and  the  drains  of  22 
houses  were  partially  reconstructed.  These  improvements  were  kept  under  strict 
supervision  and  plans  drawn  to  scale  of  all  the  premises  re-drained  together 
with  reports  showing  full  particulars  of  the  work  carried  out,  prepared  and 
filed  in  the  office  for  future  reference. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Investigations  following  the  notification  of  Infectious  Disease  to  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  rigidly  carried  out. 

The  removal  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  disinfection 
of  the  homes  and  clothing  of  infected  persons,  were  supervised  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  as  a  routine. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

The  number  of  rooms  fumigated  was  186,  85  loads  of  bedding  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  for  disinfection  and  8  loads  of  bedding  were  destroyed. 

7  houses  were  treated  for  the  eradication  of  vermin,  4  for  cockroaches,  4  for 
ants,  2  for  beetles  and,  1  for  woodworm.  3  wasps  nests  were  destroyed.
